ON A COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE

In claim 7, line 1, "7" should be -6-- and "characterized in" should be deleted. 
In claim 8, Line 1, "8" should be -7--.

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to show or fairly suggest an image conversion unit (200) and method for 
converting a first image sequence, comprising a first image with a first resolution and a second 
image with the first resolution into a second image sequence comprising a third image with a 
second resolution, having the combinations as claimed, including a coefficient-calculating means 
(106) for calculating a first filter coefficient on basis of pixel values of the first image, and an 
adaptive filtering means (104) for calculating a third pixel value of the third image on basis of a 
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first one of the pixel values of the first image and the first filter coefficient, characterized in that 
the coefficient-calculating means (106) is arranged to calculate the first filter coefficient on basis 
of further pixel values of the second image, as recited in the claims.
